LIBYAN FORCES WITHDRAWAL=-Col Qadhehafi confirmed in Tripoli on Saturday 16 May 
that Libyan forces have begun to withdraw from Chad, according to the Libyan press 
agency JANA, It said that “the Libyan forces will continue to withdraw gradually 
from Chad, as Chadian national unite are established to replace them." The JANA 
agency had previously announced that a restricted summic of heads of state con- 
cerned about the Chadian affair was soon to take place to try to put an end to the 
country's crisis. That summit, according to the agency, was to have been chaired 
by Mr Stevens, acting president of the Organization of African Unity [OAS], who 
was on an official visit to Libya Saturday. The dispatch put out by Tripoli gave 
neither the date nor the place of the summit, but according to sources from 
Yaounde the meeting could take place thie week in Ndjamena, the Chadian capital. 
ln eddition to Mr Stevens, the summit would bring together the president of the 
Transitional National Union Government (GUNT), Mr Goukouni Oueddei, Col Qadhdhafi, 
and also presidents Chadli Bendjedid of Algeria and Shagari of Nigeria.

ZLMBABWE MAIZE FOR MOZAMBIQUE--SALISBURY, May 6-<-Zimbabwe has landed a 2.1 million 
Zimbabwe dollar (about 1.3 million U.S. dollara) maize deal in a food aid pro- 
gramme to Mozambique arranged by the Swedish and Dutch Governments, it was learnt 
here today. Dutch Ambassador to Zimbabwe Bastiaan Korner said his Government was 
buvyine 1.3 million Zimbabwe dollars’ worth of Zimbabwean maize for Mozambique, 
while Swedish Ambassador Bo Heineback said his Government had offered Mozambique 
800,000 Zimbabwe dollars’ food aid. Only last week the Mozambican Government 
bought a large quantity of maize from Zimbabwe, although part of the shipment has 
reportedly been held up by transport problems.

POREIGN AFFALRS MINISTER RETURNS, COMMENTS ON TRIP 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 31 May 81 p 1 


[Excerpte] At the end of a trip that took him successively to the People's 
Republic of Bulgaria, the GDR and France, Paulo Teixeira Jorge, the winister of 
foreign affairs, returned to Luanda yesterday. 


In talking with representatives of the mass media, Paulo Jorge described the 
most salient points of hie visit to Berlin and Sofia, which he termed “very 
positive, because there are many possibilities to increase our cooperation with 
these two socialist countries." 


He added: "The present situation and the international conflicts which are 
of great concern to us were also included in our talks." 


The head of Angolan diplomacy stated: "In a new France, following the election 
of Francois Mitterrand, the Paris conference was held in a different atmosphere. 
We discussed the imposition of sanctions against South Africa. It is important 
to note the consensus that ensued, both at the plenary and the political and 
technical levels." 


Disclosing that more than 130 countries participated in the meetings of the Paris 
conference, the head of Angolan diplomacy added that the so-called “Group of Five" 
was severely criticized during the proceedings on account of its connivance with 
the vile South African regime. Paulo Jorge declared that the international com- 
munity has reached the point of no return in relation to the Namibia problen, 

“but that this is only a question of time: Namibia will be free and independent!" 


Paulo Jorge also told newsmen that his delegation could not visit Italy, as was 
previously announced, because of the serious governmental crisis affecting this 
European country at present. 


Meanwhile, he specified, the visit will take place in the future, when Italy's 
internc] situation will be more stable.

MITTERRAND'S AFRICAN POLICY SEEN AS QUESTION MARK 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 31 May 61 p 4 


[Text] Mitterrand's first etepe in the field of French policy cannot yet be 

considered meaningful in relation to a clearly defined plan of government, given 
the fact that the Socialist Party needs a parliamentary majority thet the legis- 
lative elections may (or may not) achieve so that the president can govern with 


full powers. 


Meanwhile, Mitterrand's statements during his electoral campaign and Cheysson's 
recent declarations as head of French diplomacy have created an atmosphere of 
expectation throughout the African continent, since the new government, according 
to Mitterrand, “will preserve the options of Giscard d'Estaing's former govern- 
ment in the field of foreign policy.” 


Considering that Claude Cheysson added that the new government has decided to 
conciliate respect for former engagements with a progressive definition of 
policies, it can be concluded that Francois Mitterrand continues to remain a 


question mark in the eyes of Africa. 


In terms of Africa, the essence of the problem is to know what will France's 
position be vis-a-vis South Africa, Namibia, the liberation movements, the French 
military presence in Africa and neocolonial relations, all issues of supreme 
importance in Mitterrand's program. 


As a point of reference, Mitterrand declared that his policy in regard to Africa 
will be developed in two phases: the first will consist of the imposition of 
economic sanctions that will entail a complete stop in French investments. The 
next phase is related to the support of liberation movements and of the Frontline 
states, which includes cooperation in various fields. 


Tied to this is the illegal occupation of Namibia and the problem presented by 
the Reagan administration's plan to accelerate the formation of a neocolonial 
government. Meanwhile, uncertainty continues, and questions are asked, because 
experience shows that economic factors determine political orientation. 


Statistics show that France is the fifth largest trade partner of South Africa, 
while South Africa ranks fourth in the trade with France. Thus France comes 


after Great Britain, the United States, the FRG and Japan in the total picture 
of trade with Pretoria. 

















France's dependence on South Afric te particularly sensitive in relation to 
purchases of uranium and mineval coal, 


Ia Mitterrand's France ready to break off these relations of cooperation with 
the Pretoria regime and thus give new impetus to the struggle againet apartheid 
and for the real independence of Namibia? Only time will tell.

FINANCE MINISTRY REGULATIONS FOR 1982 BUDGET 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 18 Apr 81 p 1 


{Text} The Ministry of Finance has just formulated the procedure for ministries 
and state secretariate to follow for the state's 1982 general budget. This plan 
is to be presented to the cabinet by 1 December of thie year with the charges the 
Ministry of Finance considera proper to introduce to achieve a balance between 
income and budgetary expenditures. 


The country's present financial-economic situation makes it mandatory and urgent 
to take organizational measures capable of meeting the present budgetary deficit. 


The adoption of these measures stems from the need for prior drafting of a general 
state budget for 1982 which, as we know, serves as the basic regulatory inet rument 
of the country's financial policy in the implementation of a national deve lopment 
plan, within the scope of the centralized planning principles which govern our 


economy. 


The establishment of rules which assure the greatest efficiency in the 
implementation of budgetary measures and the acquisition of revenue, in this 
regard, obliges all state ministries and secretariats to postpone carrying out 
their budgetary plans and financial sectors’ projects for their respective 
dependent enterprises. 


Demanding Strict Observance of Due Dates 


As it is important, in this matter, for the Ministry of Finance to demand strict 
observance of due dates, the ee directs that the ministries and state 
secretariats submit, by 31 July, “the anticipated proposals for revenues which are 
collected by them or through their mediation, together with the mandatory 
justification and citation of the legal provisions which regulate and authorize 
the collections." 


Anticipated proposals for unforeseen and unforeseeable revenues, particularly 
international assistance and others presumably represented by monetary assets, are 
also to be channeled by the same due date. During the coming month, the Ministry 
of Finance is to stipulate the over-all expense figures for each ministry or state 
secretariat and the rate that, based on that amount, will constitute the wage fund. 











Draft Budget for Expenses and Allotments 


The general budget plane for expenses by offices and dependent services and the 
allotments for corral and provincial organizations are aleo to be received in the 
Minietry of Finance by 31 July. 


The organization of the budget plans for expenditures precludes the creation of 
new budget items and the alteration of the nomenclature of the items in the 
etate's 1981 general budget. It also makes it impossible to include allotments 
for wages which exceed the limite on expenditures, and jobs which are already 
filled will have to come under a ranking system for service personnel. 


The decree also regulates other provisions referring to the amount to Le entered 
into the budget==provided that the wage fund does not include the total annual 
assessment=-to the allotment of the funds for variable expenses and to those funds 
intended for “representation expenses" and anticipated as “administrative charges." 


The national directorate for finance and accounting under the Ministry of Finance 
shall submit to the ministries and secretariatse of state by 31 August the drafts 
of the financial plane for state enterprises, both controlled and intervened. The 
financial plans for mixed enterprises shall be channeled to the national 
department of enterprises under special rules issued by the Ministry of Finance. 


By the same date it will also be necessary to send to the two aforementioned 
offices a copy of the duly justified investment plan submitted to the Ministry of 
Planning for approval, since 30 September 1981 is the deadline by which the 
national budget directorate must organize and then submit the schedule for 
estimated revenues upon which it will be necessary to base the state's general 
budget.

PRODUCTION STATISTICS SHOW LOW STATE PRODUCTIVITY 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 29 May 81 p 1 


[Text}) The total volume of the 1981 Angolan industrial production will rise by 
70 percent in relation to 1980, according to the national plan report approved 
by the People's Assembly at its March legislative session. 


Such forecasts include a 58.7 percent increase in the food sector, 60.8 percent 
increase in the light industry sector and 108.5 percent in the heavy industry 
field. 


A total of 2.4 billion kwanzas in inveetments is planned for the processing 
industry, 20 percent of which is in national currency and 80 percent in foreign 
currency. Of total investments, 30 percent are devoted to construction and 
assembly, 57 percent to equipment, 5 percent to projects and 8 percent are aimed 
at Lochnical assistance and cadre training. 


In the totel volume of planned production for 1981, light industry will figure 
for 43.7 percent, the food sector for 30.5 percent and heavy industry for 25.8 
percent. 


The major participation belongs to the state sector, which contributes 63.7 per- 
cent, as compared with 11.1 percent for the mixed sector and 25.3 percent for 

the private sector. State participation in the food sector amounts to 81 percent, 
the mixed sector's participation to 7.6 percent and the private sector's to 

11.4 percent. 


In the light industry sector, state participation will amount to 51.9 percent, 
the mixed sector's to 14.8 percent and the private sector's to 33.3 percent. 
These numbers are 62.7 percent, 9.1 percent and 28.7 percent respectively in the 
heavy industry sector. 


Regional distribution of volumes of production is not well balanced, since 92 
percent of the processing industry production is concentrated in 3 provinces 
(Luanda, Benguela and Huambo); out of the total, Luanda figures for 62.8 percent, 
with 40.4 percent in the food sector, 71 percent in the light industry sector 
and 76.9 percent in the heavy industry sector. 








This is a result of the diaproportionate territorial distribution of the principal 
production unite, In preparing the main outline for the development of the basic 
sub-sectora, @ more adequate distribution of production unite throughout the 
provinces will be taken into consideration, setting them up, in principle, closer 
to the sources of raw materiale, 


During the course of this year, the processing industry will employ 42,895 
workers, out of whom 75 percent will be employed in the state sector, 8 percent 
in the mixed sector and 17 percent in the private sector. Of the total volume 
of workers, 39 percent work in the food industry, 40 percent in light industry 
and 21 percent in heavy industry. 


In relation to productivity, the plan forecasts a 99 percent increase over 1979, 
with special emphasis on the state sector, which will register a 125 percent 
increase. The light industry and heavy industry sectors are those that contribute 
the most toward this increase. 


However, despite this high rate of increase, the state sector continues to show 
the lowest rate of productivity, reaching only 74 percent of the mixed sector's 
and 45 percent of the private sector's productivity. 


The average annual earnings in the salary field snow an 8 percent increase over 


1979; this is basically due to an increased nunber of foreign workers who will 
work in the various units in 1981.

NETHERLANDS DONATES BOATS, OFFERS TRALNING

[Text] Yesterday, at the commercial port of Luanda, the Dutch ambassador to our 
country, X. C. J. Schneider, delivered to the vice ministe, of transport and 
communications, Julio de Almeida (JUJU), 7 of the 10 boats which the Dutch 
government has donated to the People's Republic of Angola. 


Speaking at the delivery ceremonies, the Dutch diplomat said that “the cooperation 
existing between the countries binds them in several fields." Schneider indicated 
his pleasure with the existing relations between the two countries, and added that 
“these relations are illustrated by intensive commercial contracts, particularly 
in the fields of transport, agriculture and social matters." 


In his turn, the Angolan official mentioned that "this delivery took time, but the 
project was crowned with success,” and he went on to say that the present 

cooperation between the two countries has been in the process of development for a: 
long time, due to the two countries’ joint work. 


It was pointed out that of the 10 boats, 2 are sea~going tugboats and another 2 
harbor tugs (for handling operations); 3 are large launches and 3 are small ones. 
However, these last mentioned are to arrive in our country in June 1981 and are 
designed to take the pilot from the dock to the ships and back. 


The Angolan personnel to be working on the boats took a 2-month refresher course 
in Holland. SOREL, a company specializing in Dutch-made machinery, will be in 
charge of maintenance.

DLAMOND WASHING OPERATION I[NAUGURATED

[Excerpts] Lucapa--Yesterday, Evaristo Domingos Kimba, a member of the MPLA-Labor 
Party Central Committee Political Bureau and minister of provincial coordination, 
officially inaugurated the LUOH-11 Diamond Washing Operation, located in the 
Lacapa mining area of the Luanda Norte Province.

PUSSLBLE PORTUGUESE MILITARY COOPERATION--Lisbon=-Cape Verdian President Aristides 
Pereira arrived in Lisbon on 1 June for a 6-day official visit which could open 
the way for his country to diversify ite relations and, above all, to become less 
dependent on Soviet and Cuban military aid. Pereira is secheduled to meet with 
Portuguese President Antonio Eanes and Prime Minister Francisco Balsemao. Upon 
arrival, the Cape Verdian head of state declared that “we do not exclude the pos- 
sibility of cooperating with Portugal in the military field." Cape Verde, which 
follows a non-aligned policy, has already refused access to port facilities to the 
Soviet Union three times.

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SOVIET FRIENDSHIP, COOPERATION TREATY=-The treaty of friendship and cooperation 
signed Wednesday 13 May in Moscow (LE MONDE of 14 May) by Mr Brezhnev and President 
Sassou-Nguesso of the Congo does not differ fundamentally from the treaties of the 
same kind between the USSR and other Third World estates, we are told by our cor- 
respondent, Daniel Vernet. The text of the treaty, in which Moscow promises “to 
respect the policy of nonalignment conducted by the Republic of the Congo," does 
not however contain the “military clause" which one finds, for example, in the 
treaties with Afghanistan or Syria. fPven though it is the “moderated” version of 
the friendship treaties proposed by the Soviets to their partners, it is still a 
diplomatic success for the Kremlin. The Congo is the first francophone African 
state to eign this kind of treaty with Moscow. The scope of the agreement, how- 
ever, which calle for “contacts in case of a threat to peace," remaine Lim‘ ted. 
Since 1975, when the Congolese territory served as a staging point for the Soviet- 
Cuban intervention in Angola, relations between Brazzaville and Moscow have been 
cool. In the meantime, a French-Congolese reconciliation occurred which was con- 
summated last year on the occasion of the celebration of Brazzaville's centennial. 
While the treaty does not endanger French-Congolese cooperation, especially in the 
oil domain, it should make it possible for Mr Sassou-Nguesso to make a friendly 
overture to the faction of his entourage which espouses Marxism, and thereby con- 
tribute to preserving the delicate internal balance that has existed since the 
aveassination of his predecessor, Marien Ngouabi.

REPORTED IVORY COAST REPRESSIVE COLLABORATION--In a communique handed to the press 
on 25 May in Paris, the movement opposing Guinean President Sekou Toure's regime 
affirms that “a new wave of arreste has hit Guinea" and that “hundreds of persons 
have been arrested in Dalaba, N'Zerekore, Kindia, Conakry and Teles.'+." Accord- 
ing to the communique, 4 new element has been added to the repressive policy: the 
dictator has lost his cool and has asked for the cooperation of Ivorian authori-

ADOPTION OF RIGOROUS FUEL RATIONING MEASURES 
Gasoline Rationing 
Bissau NO PINTCHA in Portuguese 9 May 61 p 8 


{Text} The reduction in fuel consumption is applicable to all spheres of activity in 
our country as part of the economic austerity introduced by the government. To in- 
sure better control over the rationing of the various kinds of fuel, DICOL (Fuel and 
Lubricant Distributing Company) has drawn up a program that must be complied with by 
all the parties it covers--from members of the government, government departments, 
diplomatic and foreign services, state-owned and private firms, and electric power 
producers down to the humblest consumer. 


The program, which has been approved by the Council of Ministers, appeals to all gov~- 
ernment departments to exercise rigorous control over the movement of their vehicles. 
That control will also be exercised through joint action by the Road and Traffic 
Police and the Military Police. 


The control and supply system is broken down into four schedules. The first is a 
weekly echedule providing 20 liters for government and private vehicles, 5 liters for 
motorized vehicles having 4 displacement of up to 59 cc's, and 8 liters for those 
with a greater displacement. The second schedule covers a daily supply. It allows 
30 liters for taxis, 40 liters for mixed transportation, and 60 liters for rental 
trucks. PFetroactivity is not permitted under either of those schedules. 


For party and government leaders, the schedule provides 60 liters per week. 


Supplies at the pump for vehicles covered by the weekly schedule will be available on 
Mondays and Wednesdays for vehicles with an even registration number and on Tuesdays 
and Thursdays for those with an odd registration number. Vehicles covered by the 
daily schedule can fuel up on any day from Monday through Friday. A special schedule 
for Saturdays and Sundays will be established by DICOL. 


Power Rationing 
Bissau NO PINTCHA in Portuguese 12 May 61 p i 
(Text) The fuel rationing system scheduled by the government has now gone into ef- 


fect throughout the country as part of the economic austerity program proclaimed by 
the Council of the Revolution. The electric power plants in Bissau and Bubaque will 











begin Operating 16 hours per day, and the remaining electric power stations will oper- 
ate only 12 hours per day, thus reducing their normal requirements by 60 percent. 


To insure better control over the sale of fuel to the public, DICOL has adopted a 
system whereby purchasers will be required to present a card, The cards can be ob- 
tained at the pumps. 


These measures are aimed at preventing at all costs an interruption in fuel supplies. 
According to DICOL's ecaleulations, about 420,000 liters of diesel oil (representing 
$150,000) will be saved each month. As result, the stocks will last 7 months instead 
of 5, providing time to make new purchases abroad,

ARAB BANKS, DUTCH COOPERATION IN BISSAU PORT PROJECT

[Text) Work on the project to enlarge and improve the port of Bissau is scheduled to 
start in June of this year. The work will be financed by the Kuwait Pund, the African 
Development Bank, the World Bank, and possibly the Islamic Development Bank as well,

sible for preparing the studies for the port project, are expected to arrive this 
month to present the provisional final report on the dossier.

{text7 Dear Sir, 


An article appearing in your issue of yesterday, 28 April, reports remarks made by 
Paul Berenger at a forum which had taken place the preceding day in Port Louis for 
the purpose of answering the criticisms that had been made of the joint MMM/PSM 
program. Since my name and that of the monthly bulletin published by my office are 
mentioned in the article, I would be grateful to you for granting me the hospitality 
of your columns for the purpose of making the following clarifying statement: 


/i. The bulletin PROSI:/ For the 13 years this bulletin has been appearing it has 
been devoted to enlightening public opinion on the country's big problems, mainly 
those relating to agriculture, commerce, industry, the economy and human relations. 
The analyses made by my collaborators have always been well received for their 
seriousness and their objectivity, as Mr Berenger himself acknowledged in the course 
of a forum at the University of Mauritius. I know personally that the MMM takes 
great interest in the articles published in the bulletin, that it indexes them 
methodically /and that it draws inspiration from them/ on occasion. Mr Berenger 
will not be the one to contradict me on this point. 


The bulletin was remaining true to its calling in making a first critical analysis 
of the joint program. The fact that this analysis did not please Mr Berenger is 
understandable. But is he being fair in suddenly accusing the bulletin of being 
biased and of existing only for the purpose of /"defending the private sector?"/ I 
leave it to his conscience to decide. 


/2. The editorial in question:/ What in fact is the content of the editorial for 
which Mr Berenger reproaches me? In substance, the following: 


(i) That it is regrettable that the authors of the joint program have been unable 
to resist the temptation of easy vote-getting maneuvers and that they have included 
illusory proposals in this program which take for granted human and economic 
resources that simply do not exist in Mauritius. And they know it, since they are 
already preparing loopholes in the event the proposals fail. 


(ii) That the joint program is bound to destroy in us the “determination for 
development" because, instead of encouraging investment and the spirit of initiative, 
it is taking special pains to brandish bugaboos and frighten the entrepreneurs. 


(iii) That it is deluding the country in making it believe that free enterprise 

can be mutilated and deprived of its basic features while retaining its efficiency, 
and that it can continue to produce the wealth of the country and help in resolving 
the number one national problem: creating jobs. 
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(iv) That there is not a single entrepreneur worthy of the name who would agree to 
take all the risks inherent in launching a business while knowing, for example, that 
the responsibility for appointing his staff, his semi-skilled workers and his labor 
toree would be taken away from him and entrusted to a s.ate agency, the National 
Lioployment Agency. 


(v) That there cannot be socio-economic development in Mavritius without a /climate 
of confidence./ Yet more than anything else the joint program, by the collectivist 
and interventionist philosophy underlying it, by the distrust it shows with regard 
to free enterprise and by the real danger it represents for the country's economy, 
is undermining the remaining confidence in the country and concerning the country. 


{ have not leveled these reproaches at the joint progran for the purpose of inter- 
vening in an electoral confrontation. I have done so only because it is a serious 
moment and because the slightest misstep can be disastrous to the country and to its 
million inhabitants. And for me, in all honesty, the mere publication of the joint 
program is already a blunder. As for its being put into practice... 


it would seem that Mr Berenger had no answers to the essential criticisms in my 
editorial which are mentioned above. Apparently it is mainly the “arrogant and 
provocative" tone of this editorial that he “severely denounced" in the forum, I 
am sorry that he judged the tone of my editorial in this way. I should have 
thought that someone who does not hesitate to describe as “dinosaurs” those who do 
net think the way he does would have less sensitive toes. But I was mistaken. 


In conclusion, I, too, after so many others, regret that it is no longer possible 
in Mauritius to express one's ideas without having himself labeled and charged with 
sorry motives. When a political party publishes its government program, it must 
expect reactions from public opinion, and, if it has the slightest respect for 
democracy, it is duty-bound to welcome these opinions and benefit from them. The 
more annoyed it gets, the more it acknowledges that its critics have struck home 
and the more it shows its totalitarian tendency. Would not the best way for Mr 
Rerenger /"to multiply the assurances to the nation and the executives"/ consist 

in proving--in actions, and right now--that an MMM/PSM government would respect 

the citizen's fundamental freedoms?

[Text] The first meering of the Sene galese-Canadian bilateral commission, whic! 
opened Thuraday at the ministry of foreign affairs, completed its work Saturday 
morning. 


The joint communique made public on that occasion stresses that all «vestions re- 
lating to cooperation between the two countries were reviewed. Among other sub- 
jects were cooperation in development, industrial cooperation, trade and cultural 
relations as well as problems relating to the international situation and to the 
francophone world. 


The joint communique also emphasized the major achievements in cooperation between 
Dakar and Ottawa, which affirm their determination to continue to strengthen and 
improve their relations. 


Also, the minutes of the joint commission's sessions describe the good progress 
being made on Senegalese projects in which Canada is involved. Mr Marcel Masse, 
president of the Canadian International Development Agency (ACDI), who led the 
Canadian delegation at the meeting, visited several of the projects. 


Concerning the nine new projects submitted by the Senegalese side, the Canadian 
side accepted several of them within the framework of the priority commitments of 
the Sixth Plan. 


During the closing session of the meeting, Mr Louis Alexandrenne and Marcel Masse 
each in turn expressed satisfaction with the positive results of the deliberations 
which, according to the minister of planning and cooperation, warrant "saying 
proudly that cooperation between our two countries is exemplary and effective." 
Mr Alexandrenne expressed the thanks of the rural population to Canada for the 
provision of food aid and development projects, assistance which makes a meaning- 
ful improvement in Senegalese living conditions. 


Mr Masse insisted, for his part, on the correctness of the priorities laid down in 
the Sixth Plan, following which he gave assurances that the proposals made by the 
commission will be put into effect in the shortest possible time. 


Ihe second meeting of the Senegalese-Canadian bilateral commission will be held in 
Ottawa at a date not yet determined.

FOUR FRENCH LOANS=-The supervisory council of the French CCCE [Central Fund for 
Eeonomic Cooperation] decided on 23 April to give out four loans making a total of 
rr CPA 7,8 billion. ‘Two loans, amounting to 3 billion each, are destined for the 
partial financing to construct the Chemical Industries of Senegal complex. One of 
the two loans is for 17 years, including a 6-year grace period and bears 6 percent 
interest per year. The result is that the loan has a concessional element esti- 
mated at 25.74 percent of the total amount, or Fr CFA 772 million. The other loan, 
which Lasts 15 years, has a 5-year grace period, and was not on concessional terms. 
The two other leans, amounting to Fr CFA 1.8 billion and amortized over 15 years, 
are for the financing of the construction of a 7 megawatt electric generating plant 
at Kaolack which could later be expanded. The first of the two loans, amounting to 
Fr CFA 1.3 billion, has a 7-year grace period and bears interest of 6 percent per 
year, thus containing a concessional element worth around Fr CFA 330 million. The 
second loan, not on concessional terms, has a S-year grace period. These recent 
decisions bring to Fr CFA 13.8 billion the CCCE's new comm'tments to Senegal in the 
fourth quarter of 1981. During the same meeting, the supervisory council of the 
CCCE also agreed to participate in increasing the outstanding capital of SOFISEDIT 
[Senegalese Financial Company for the Development of Industry and Tourism] by Fr

billion has been provided to Chemical Industries of Senegal (ICS) by the Arab Bank 
for African Economic Development (BADEA). This accord was signed last Saturday by 
BADEA's president, Mr Chadli Ayari, and by Mr Louis Alexandrenne, the minister for 
planning and cooperation. In his remarks, the minister of planning and cooperation 
thanked BADEA on behalf of the Senegalese Government for this important action 
which expresses the ties of friendship between the Arab and African peoples. He 
did not fail to stress that BADEA was the first donor to express its desire to 
participate in the ICS projects. And along the same lines, the minister added, 
this will encourage other donors to follow the example that has been set. The 
minister also disclosed that as a part of our country's sixth plan, BADEA has 
agreed to finance some of our projects. He also expressed the hope that Arab- 
African cooperation can improve even further. BADEA's president, Chadli Ayari, 
after mentioning the ties our country has woven with Arab countries (especially 
with Tunisia), paid homage to the former Senegalese head of state for the role he 
played at the Arab-African summit. Speaking of the financing agreement, Mr Ayari 
said that BADEA is making a modest contribution to ICS because Senegal must now 
develop its own industry. He also expressed the hope that cooperation between 
Africans and Arabs can persist despite the current crisis in international rela- 
tions.

LAND BARTER VIEWED AS MEANS OF HOMELANDS CONSOLIDATION

Inquire About New Land Plan") 


[Text] Bloemfontein--Ever since the elections hundreds of Free State farmers have 
been inquiring enthusiastically at magistrates offices and agriculture advisors 
about a brilliant consolidation compromise proposal by Minister of Water Affairs 
and Forestry Dr Nak [sic] van der Merwe according to which 100,000 hectares of 
irrigation land can be opened up along the Orange River. 


Dr Van der Merwe is also holding out the prospect of a more appropriate utilization 
of the great Pongola Dam for agricultural purposes. 


Mr Greyling Wentzel, the deputy minister of development tasked with land affairs, 
said that he is now looking into studying the Van der Merwe plan in collaboration 
with other interested government departments. 


Leader 


He and Dr Van der Merwe (the leader of the Nationalist Party of the Free State) have 
already discussed this matter jointly. 


Dr Van der Merwe made the announcement about the plan in Senekal. 


He said that about an additional 1,000 farmers will be involved in the consolidation 
process and must be compensated properly for the expropriation of their land for 
the consolidation of black states. 


Dr Van der Merwe stated that nearly 900,000 hectares of land still remains to be 
bought off by the government from white farmers for the fulfillment of the stipu- 
lations of the 1936 bill. 


"The government can meet its commitments in a barter transaction. White farmers 
whose land is being added to the national states will be getting irrigation land. 
The money which would otherwise be used for buying off farms can be used for 
development." 
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Dre Van der Merwe, who took over as minister of Water Affairs from Braam Raubenheimer 
last year, said that the Department of Water Affairs has water stored in its dams 
which is now not being put to good use, 


Of these the project at the Orange River is the most important one as there is 
sufficient water for the irrigation of about 100,000 hectares of land. 


He said: "This extra water can possibly be utilized and thus the government will be 
able to deal with its land commitments to the national states, Such possibilities 
for more extensive irrigation farming are not only available at the Orange River 
project, but the Pongola project itself is not being utilized as it should be. 


Surveys 


Commenting on Dr Van der Merwe's plan “reyling Wentzel stated that it is possible 
to make more land available to those farmers who are affected by consolidation than 
"Just the above mentioned hectares." 


With respect to the Van der Merwe plan Wentzel stated: "There are thousands of 
hectares of government land which could also be utilized in this manner, A survey 
must now be made to find out how much of this land has the potential of being put 
to use for this purpose." 


He went on to say that when the 1975 consolidation proposals are carried out up to 
1,200 farmers will be affected, 


Wentzel also stated that about 70 million rand will be spent this year for the 
purpose of buying off land for consolidation projects.

Kobus Potgieter, the Transvaal moderator, is of the opinion that they do represent 
the current opinion of the church, 


The brochure makes the following points: 
Imprisonment 


Imprisonment for draft-dodgers is a measur: which is "to be seriously questioned," 
because it does not serve the objective of war, namely: peace, 


The brochure then goes on to differentiate, as a first item, between the different 
types of objections to military service: total pacifism and selective pacifism. 


Not much attention is given to the first of these; it is rather bestowed upon the 
much more complicated viewpoint of selective pacifism, 


Whereas total pacifism rejects all violence and war, selective pacifism accepts 
certain wars and military actions. 


In the process all sorts of socio-political and economic-social viewpoints are 
brought up. And in the South African context then military service is-conceptually- 
lambasted because by implication it reputedly defends “an unjust society." 


With respect to this point of view the brochure makes the following comment: "Thus 
the right to make one’s own judgement as to which war is not to be supported (while 
moral and other kinds of support is given to so-called freedom fighters) is deeply 
rooted in a view of life and of the world in which autonomy and human freedom are 
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emphasized to such 4 great extent that these not only become a threat to the manner 
in which the ruling party manages government affairs, but by implication, they

Whether you think of the Pound-a-day strike of the fifties, 
or the poor working conditions of workers who striked in Natal 
during 1973, or the dictatorial and ruthless ‘baaskap’ of recent 
strikes, there isanelement of economic distress, bad treatment 
and poor communication, 

“Let me hasten to add that there are some companies which 
are exceptions But these are really too few and of no serious 
concern i this study.” 


React by sacking 


He said some companies were unable or unwilling to root 
out unfair, unjust and even illegal employment practices in the 
management of black workers. Dismissal was their first resort 
in the resolution of a conflict. 

At such companies, he said, top management and personnel 
managers’ involvement ended at the drawing board stage, and 
they isolated themselves or were aloof to factory floor prob- 
lems, until a strike ‘rudely’ awakened them 

He listed some evils on the shop as: 

Clocking: Penalties for a few minutes lateness could result in 
loss of several hours pay In severe instances, the worker is sent 
back home without pay or locked outside the company’s pre- 
mises 

Workin, “lowrs: | hese are stretched beyond agreed and stipu- 
lated hours time and again without overtime pay 
Remuneration: ‘icrements are an arbitrary affair which has 
little frctual reiationship to actual performance. Performance 
appraisal is “sucked from the supervisor's thumb." The worker 
is Not party to the ob description and performance appraisal 
design. During an economic recess they are the first to be laid 
off and the last to be hired at “boom time”. 

Security: Black workers are subject: d to bodily search even at 
conan exits in full view of the public, while white, coloured 
and Indian workers are not subjected to such humiliation and 
in fact are allowed to drive off in their cars which are parkex 
inside the company's premises 

Job Advance nent: Very questionable methods accompanied 
by weird aptitude tests are used to select black workers for job 
advancement. For example, a lady accountant might find her- 
self being asked to state her impressions of some pictures 
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which will supposedly reveal her “reaction to authority, level 
: maturity, level of Westernisation’’ and some such absur- 

ties 

(Jucer, meaningless titles are used to describe candidates 
ndvanced. (his inevitably leads (o frustration and resentment 
Grevance Procedere: Despite an elaborate communication 
procedure, workers find themselves saddled with a grievance 
manna which is easily manipulated to suit the idiosyn- 
cracies of managers. Employees are forever faced with the 
“White man tells no lies" syndrome. 
Life Outsde Work Place: Most managers of black workers 
have never been inside a township house or hostel. They have 
no idea of the transport problems or of the frustration and time 
lost geting service at hospitals, superintendents’ offices, bus- 
stops, black commissioners offices, ete.

[Text] Nairobi, May 2--On April 11, 1979, Ugandans were celebrating the libera- 
tion of Kampeis and the fall of Idi Amin, the bloody-handed tyrant. Two years 
and four presidents later, they are peering down a long tunnel for a flickering 
light and wondering whether Uganda will ever again know the prosperity that 
once made it “the pearl of Africa". 


Uganda has never seemed so close to complete chaos. Ruin and insecurity are part 
of everyday life. In the Namanve Forest just outside Kampala, where the bodies 
of Amin's victims were dumped, corpses are being found once again. And attacks, 
ambushes, murders, arrests, shortages of basic foods and dealing on the black 
market are the daily lot of Ugandans. 


After Amin was driven out by the Tanzanian Army and Ugandan fighters--he 
eventually settled in Saudi Arabia--Yusuf Lule became President for two months. 
Mr. Lule was deposed and now lives in London. With Tanzania's blessing, he was 
succeeded by Godfrey Binaisa, who has since joined him in exile. 


Mr. Binaisa lasted nearly a year before he was overthrown in May 1980 by a Mili- 
tary Commission headed by Paulo Muwanga. Mr. Muwanga prepared the way for the 
return to power of Dr. Milton Obote, who became President in December after his 
Uganda People's Congress won the first general election since independence i: 
1962. Mr. Muwangea was rewarded with the Vice-Presidency and Defense Ministry. 


Fraud Charges 


The elections were monitored by Commonwealth observers, but the opposition 
bitterly accused the UPC of fraud, and Mr. Obote's calls for national reconcilia- 
tion and economic reconstruction have remained dead letters. 


After two months of relative peace, underground opposition movements went into 
action, attacking police stations, a military training barracks and Kampala's 
Luzira top-security prison, where hundreds of former Amin soldiers are confined.

Since then, these movements have claimed responsibility for ambushes and attacks 
in which several people have been killed. Repression has resumed--bodies in the 
forest and near Makerere University, arrests, bannings of opposition newspapers 
and the ransacking of homes. 


There are several rebel groups. The Uganda Freedom Movement is composed of Lule 
supporters, most of them from the Baganda tribe that lives in the Kampala area. 
They are traditionally hostile to Mr. Obote., 


The Movement for Struggle for Political Rights .MOSPOR) of Yoweri Museveni, former 
Defense Minister and Vice-Chairman of the Military Commission, claims to have 
5,000 guerrillas under its command. It and the Uganda Freedom Movement sometimes 
operate together under the name of People's Revolutionary Army. 


In North-Western Uganda, in Amin's native West Nile Province, former Amin soldiers 
remain on the prowl, and the Ugandan Army has reacted by indiscriminate massacres 
of civilians. Thousands of the Lugbara and Madi tribespeople have fled to nearby 
Zaire and Sudan. 


On top of this terrible insecurity, the country is in a complete economic mess 

that has got worse in the last two years. Producers of coffee, the main export, 
can sell it only through the black market. The Ugandan shilling, officially on 
par with the Kenyan shilling, changes hands at 15 to 1, and prices reflect this. 


An egg costs 20 shillings, or about 2.50 U.S. dollars, and a bar of soap the 
equivalent of 14 dollars on the black market. At the same time, wages have not 
changed: they average from 600 to 800 shillings, or 72 to 96 dollars, a month. 


Rice and Beans 


In Kampala's swankiest hotel, the restaurant offers only rice and beans, without 
salt, which is impossible to find. To alleviate the misery, however, this single 
dish is served to the strains of an orchestra. 


The country is fertile, so the farmers have returned to a subsistence economy and 
have enough to eat. But residents of Kampala, including university professors, 
often get just one meal a day. 


In March, the oil companies decided they had had enough of delinquent bills and 
stopped supplies to Uganda. They have since resumed, but on a reduced scale. 
Drivers may have to wait three days at the pump for gasoline (petrol). In the 
morning, crowds of Ugandans walk for kilometers (miles) to work. They arrive 
late and leave very early, so as to be home well before dark. 


Government offices and businesses operate as though in molasses and foreign donors, 


who were ready to help Uganda out in January, are now waiting to see whether the 
country, apparently ungovernable, can get back on its feet. (A.F.P.) 
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NEW GROUP: UNLF INTERNAL WING DESCRIBED

[Text] Nairobi, May ll--A Ugandan opposition group seen here as a reactivated 
version of a political coalition that ruled Uganda immediately after the fall of 
dictator Idi Amin in 1979 has announced that it has joined the armed struggle 
against President Milton Obote. 


The group, calling itself the Uganda National Liberation Front Internal Wing, is 
a new name on the growing list of opposition groups that have decided to use 
underground guerrilla attacks to overthrow Mr. Obote, who returned to power after 
general elections last December. 


A spokesman for the group, in a telephone call to AFP today, claimed responsi- 
bility for an attack on a police station in the eastern town of Mayenze, near 
Mbale, on May 4. Four policemen were killed in the attack, he said. 


The spokesman added that the group had set free 14 political prisoners in an attack 
on Mbale prison at the beginning of April. 


The Uganda National Liberation Front (UNLF), which was formed in the northern 
Tanzanian town of Moshi shortly before Tanzanian troops and Ugandan exiles ousted 
Amin in April 1979, was an umbrella movement incorporating the different Ugandan 
exile and opposition groups. 


It ruled Uganda until May 1980, when President Godfrey Binaisa was ousted and 
replaced by a ruling Military Council. It disappeared from the political scene 
when the Military Council decided that political parties would contest the 
December general elections in their own right and not under the umbrella of the 
Front. 


Democratic Alternative... 


In a communique today, the UNLF Internal Wing expressed the hope that the crisis 
in Uganda could be solved through peaceful means, but it said that this would 
only be possible if Mr. Obote resigned and all the opposition groups united to 
agree on a democratic alternative. 
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The anti-Obote opposition which has opted for an armed struggle since February is 
very fragmented and divided along tribal and political lines. The three main 
underground movements are the Uganda Freedom Movement, supported by a faction of 
the Democratic Party, Uganda's only legal opposition party, the Popular 
Resistance Army led by former Defense Minister Yoweri Museveni and the Northern 
Regiment led by Felix Onama, a former Obote Minister, and Moses Ali, a former 
Amin Minister. There are a number of lesser known groups such as the Uganda

They can get their 
salaries on the 15th of this month and during the next month, they can get it on 
17th, 29th or on any other date the ministry feels like paying them." 


Mr Mulenga said he had already forwarded a report on the matter to the ZNUT acting 
general secretary informing him about the feeling of teachers and the action they 
intended to take to solve the problem, 


Mr Mulenga also pointed out that his union was getting very concerned with the 
critical shortage of accommodation facing teachers. 


At the moment, the Copperbelt Province alone had 216 secondary and primary school 
teachers who were not accommodated, 


He said since the Presidential directive to build teacher's houses failed, the 
Ministry of Education had not been able to work out its own programme to house 
teachers.
